Rebecca Turner (21), 
formerly of Tudor Estate,

Caerau, was also 
made subject to a 
restraining order 
preventing her contacting 
Cory Turner for 10 
years. 

Mrs Turner had 
admitted charges of 
making threats to kill, 
possessing an offensive 
weapon and assaulting 
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the police. 

Judge Michael Fitton 
QC told Turner, who had 
been remanded in 
custody since November 
22: “I’m going to take a 
chance with you.” 

Prosecutor Ian Kolvill 
said Turner had been in a 
relationship with Cory 
Turner but there were 
difficulties. 

She learned that her 
husband intended to 
obtain a court order. 

On November 20, she 
contacted someone and 
said she was going to 
stab Turner, and that she 
knew where he was 
currently living. 

The police were 
contacted and Mr Turner 
was made aware of the 
threats. 

On another occasion, 
under the influence of 
drink and drugs, she left 
home armed with a 
knife. 

“She went towards the 
home of Mr Turner with 
the intention of using it, 
and was intercepted and 
‘talked down’,” said Mr 
Kolvill. 

The following day, 
she went to her parents’ 
home and during an 
incident, the police were 
called. 

She kicked out at an 
officer, catching him the 
groin. 

The court heard she 
had a previous 
conviction for causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Her solicitor, Rhodri 
Chudleigh, said: “She 
has had problems from 
an early age and cannot 
manage her aggression. 
When she was arrested, 
she was at a low point in 
her life.” 

He said if she received 
her liberty, she could 
stay at an address in 
Garth, Maesteg. 

“She takes medication 
for anxiety. She needs 
assistance.” 

She was directed to 
pay a victim surcharge of 
£ 100 .

MP’s concern 
for sea bass 
fishing future 


BRIDGEND MP 
Madeleine Moon 
says that the future 
of recreational sea- 
bass fishing in south 
Wales, an important 
part of the local 
maritime economy, 
is under threat 
following the 

introduction of a 
new set of 
regulations in 
favour of 

commercial fishing. 

On February 11, took 
part in a Backbench 
business debate on the 
subject:

Following the debate, 
she said: “I was recently 
approached by a local 
angler who was 
concerned about the 
decimation of the sea 
bass population and 
frustrated by the 
inadequacy of the 
Government’s attempt to 
regulate the fishing 
industry. I looked further 
into the issue and was 
shocked by the scale of 
the environmental crisis 
we are confronting.” 

“Nobody disputes that 
there is an urgent need to 
increase bass stocks. It is 
an economic and 
environmental 
imperative. In 2014, the 
International Council for 
the Exploration of the 
Seas recommended an 80 


per cent cut in bass 
mortality across the EU 
area for 2015, following 
a rise in bass landings 
from 772 tonnes to 1,004 
tonnes.” 

“But the 

Government’s 
regulations punish 
recreational hook-and- 
line anglers, while 
allowing large-scale 
commercial operations to 
continue their destructive 
and indiscriminate 
fishing practices. 

“In December, anglers 
agreed to accept a 
temporary ban on all sea- 
bass fishing, only to find 
that the UK Fishing 
Minister and his 
European counterparts 
had agreed to exempt 
commercial fishing.” 

“Sea-angling is a 
popular pastime in the 
Bridgend area and an 
integral part of the local 
tourist industry. Pubs, 
restaurants, hotels and 
taxi services benefit from 
a thriving angling sector 
and will suffer as a 
consequence of the 
Government’s decision. 

“Across the UK, it 
pumps up to £2.1 billion 
into the economy, 
significantly more than 
commercial fishing.” 

“Recreational angling 
is the sustainable future 
of sea-bass fishing. We 
need an explanation as to 
why the Minister is 
ignoring the weight of 
evidence against his 
policy. The transparency 
of Government decision¬ 
making is at stake.”

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Grandfather (59) 
jailed for bringing 
drugs into Parc 


A 59-YEAR-OLD 
grandfather who smuggled 
Class C drugs into Parc 
Prison, Bridgend, has been 
put behind bars for 22 
weeks at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Raymond Brockway, of Wilson 
Road, Ely, had eight tablets of 
Buprenorphine and a herbal 
substance in his underwear. 

He evaded a security search 
before attaching the package to 
the bottom of a chair in the 
visiting area. 

Brockway admitted taking the 
drugs into prison and possessing 
drugs with intent to supply. 

At a previous hearing, 
Brockway claimed two men 
approached him in the prison car 
park and ordered him to take the 
drugs into the prison and made 
threats.

Judge Michael Fitton said: 
“You were lying to me and the 
court about that.” 

Said the Judge: “I think it is 
perfectly obvious that drugs are a 
very valuable currency within 
prison and in those 
circumstances, taking drugs into 
prison has to be met with an 
immediate custodial sentence.” 

Prosecutor John Warren said 
the offences took place in August 
2014, when Brockway was 
visiting his stepson, who was 
serving a sentence for robbery. 

Mr Warren said Brockway 
succeeded in carrying the 
package through a security 
search, before attaching it under a 
chair in the visitors’ area. 

It was spotted on CCTV. 

Security staff intercepted the 
parcel, replacing it with another 


package containing tea leaves. 
This was later picked up by two 
prisoners sent to clean the room. 

Initially, Brockway denied 
smuggling drugs into the prison, 
but on the day of his trial, he 
pleaded guilty. 

His solicitor, Hugh Bowden, 
said: “There was no financial 
gain and no long-term plan. It 
was an isolated incident and he 
deeply regrets it.” 

It was clear, said Mr Bowden, 
that pressure was put on 
Brockway. 

He added: “Loss of liberty 
would have a significant impact 
on his family. Sadly, he never 
thought through the end result.” 

The Judge said Brockway had 
been before the court in the 70s, 
80s and 90s. He added: “Those 
matters were not relevant and you 
are not as naive as you make out. 
You knew what you were doing 
was wrong.” 


Fewer \persistent absentees’ in 
local schools, council reports 


THE percentage of 
pupils in Bridgend 
county borough 
who are persistently 
absent from school 
has fallen below the 
Welsh average for 
the second year in a 
row, BCBC reports. 

‘Persistently’ absent 
pupils are those children 
who miss at least a fifth 
of the half-day sessions 
that they should attend 
during a school year. 

The latest stats by 
council show that 1.1 per 
cent of local primary 
school pupils were 
persistently absent 
during 2014/15, 

compared to the Welsh 
average of 1.4 per cent. 

In secondary schools, 
3.5 per cent of local 
pupils were persistently 
absent - well below the 
Welsh average of 4.5 per 
cent. The results mean 
that persistent 


absenteeism at primary 
schools in Bridgend 
County Borough has 
fallen by 1.6 per cent 
during the last three 
years, while the 
secondary school figure 
has fallen by 3.7 per cent 
over the same period. 

When compared to the 
rest of Wales, Bridgend 
county borough is ranked 
as the joint fifth lowest 
for persistent absence 
among primary school 
pupils, and the seventh 
lowest for persistent 
absence in secondary 
schools. 

Coun Huw David, 
BCBC’s Deputy Leader, 
said: “Usually, with 
school performance 
statistics we are striving 
to achieve the highest 
percentage scores, but 
with persistent absence 
stats you aim to be as low 
as possible. 

“So it is very pleasing 
to see the percentage of

Both figures 
are higher than the Welsh 
averages of 94.9per cent 
(primary school) and 
93.8 per cent (secondary 
school).

defence provision on 
Beach Road, Newton, 
Porthcawl. 

BCBC officers and 
the Minister for Natural 
Resources, Carl 
Sergeant, were lobbied 
by Dr Hussain and 
councillors representing 
Newton ward, following 
concerns expressed by 
local residents. 

These concerned the 
proposed shoreline 
management plan 
(SMP), a long-term 
policy of ‘no active 
intervention’ which 
means the coast will be 
allowed to ‘evolve and 
retreat naturally’ at 
Beach Road. 

This prompted fears 
that it might jeopardise 
homeowners’ ability to 
obtain a mortgage, or 
adequate insurance on 
their properties. 

Dr Hussain claimed 
that he had received a 
letter from the Minister 
which “could potentially 
spell better news”. 

He said: “I am 
pleased to have received 
the response from the 
Minister, having raised 
this issue with him on 
several occasions. 

“It is encouraging to 
see that both he and 


BCBC can recognise a 
legitimate concern exists 
and acknowledge that 
the matter should be 
looked at again - and I 
hope that the residents 
affected get robust 
answers this time. 

“The uncertainty has 
caused local 
homeowners 
considerable difficulties 
and worry for a long 
time now, and I hope 
matters can be brought 
to a head in a way that is 
satisfactory for all”. 

The GEM understands 
that some experts 
believe that, if sea levels 
were to rise in the next 
30-50 years, sea 
defences at Newton 
would need to be 
extended to stop water 
coming through via the 
adjoining sand dunes. 

A BCBC spokesman 


said: “The council has 
put a bid in for Welsh 
Government funding that 
would enable us to carry 
out a review of the 
expected lifespan of the 
existing defences and to 
see if any further options 
are possible. 

“However, this is at a 
very early stage and no 
further details are 
currently available.” 

Coun Ken Watts, who 
represents Newton on 
BCBC, added: “I would 
ask that BCBC does all 
it can to involve local 
residents from the 
earliest stage of the 
investigation, as they 
have not only the best 
knowledge of local 
conditions, but will be 
the first to feel the 
impact of any policy 
changes that come under 
the SMP”.

What a 
fantastic experience.

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I N times of 
trouble who do 
you turn to? Is 
it someone you 
have known a long 
time? Someone you 
have shared 
adversity with? 
Someone who has 
shown you can 
trust them to be a 
friend in good times 
and in bad? 

I suspect the answer 
to all of those question is 
‘yes’, you would look 
for help and support 
from someone meeting 
these criteria. The same 
is true in foreign and 
defence policy. 

In the last few weeks, 
I have found myself on 
rather a lot of planes to 
meet with allies to talk 
about terrorism and the 
fight against Da’esh. 

Recently, I returned 
from a visit to the 
middle east with 
colleagues from the 
defence committee to 
hold meetings in Saudi 
Arabia and Iraq. 

Another group from the 
committee was in 
Jordan, Lebanon and 
Cyrus having similar 
conversations. 

In the past, it was 
easy to think of Da’esh 
as a problem for Syria 
and Iraq but now the 
reach of this evil death 
cult is growing, hydra¬ 
like, with new heads 
emerging across the 
world. 

Terrorist groups are 
rebranding themselves 
with the Da’esh name, 
with its take-away 
franchise menu of 
methods, ideology and 
slogans. 

The use of improvised 
explosive devices 
(IEDs), suicide bombing 
and the use of social 
media as a recruiting 
tool has allowed 
terrorism to spread its 
reach into every home. 

IEDs as a terrorist 
weapon were used to 
terrible effect in 
Afghanistan by the 
Taliban and are widely 
used across the middle 
east. 

In the 1980s there 
were on average three 
suicide bomber incidents 
a year. 

By 2015 this had 
grown to one a day. At 
the same time social 
media attract young 
people from comfortable 
homes in Europe to 
carry out horrific 
murders in countries 
they have no links with. 

Da’esh and its 
ideology is destabilising 
a whole region, enabling 
proxy wars to be fought 
because of this 
instability, and it has 
been driving millions of 
desperate people to flee 
for their lives creating a 
refugee crisis that is 
destabilising both the 
middle east and parts of 
Europe. 

Jordan, Lebanon and 
Turkey have provided 
refuge for millions 
fleeing the wars in Syria 
and Iraq. Saudi Arabia 


has provided visas for 
people to work there and 
have access to free 
healthcare and 
education. They refuse 
to use the terms refugee 
or asylum seeker, as the 
majority have joined 
family members in the 
kingdom. Iraq has 
millions of internally 
displaced people. 

Talking to the Saudi 
and Iraqi governments 
and their military is an 
essential part of how we 
fight this evil and make 
sure the steps we are 
taking are the most 
effective. 

On visits such as 
these security is tight. 

In Iraq, all visits are 
undertaken in armoured 
vehicles with counter 
IED equipment, often 
wearing body armour 
and with personal 
protection personnel at 
your side. 

In Iraq, we stay in the 
tightly guarded embassy 
compound while in 
Saudi Arabia we were 
housed in a government 
guesthouse guarded by 
their military and moved 
around in secure cars. 

Our conversations and 
questions in Saudi 
Arabia ranged from 
meetings with the 
chairman of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council, to 
meetings with a crown 
prince, ministers and 
‘think tanks’. 

We also met with 
members of the Majlis 
as-Shura, the 
Consultative Assembly 
of Saudi Arabia whose 
150 members are 
appointed by the King. 

A valuable session 
was held at the Saudi air 
force command and 
control centre where 
missions are organised 
for the war raging 
between Yemeni 
opposition fighters and 
Saudi Arabia. 

In recent months there 
has been considerable 
criticism of Saudi air 
attacks which have 
resulted in civilian 
casualties. 

The air force was 
eager to demonstrate 
new processes in place 
to monitor, examine and 
prevent further civilian 
casualties and deaths. 

In Iraq the timetable 
was, if at all possible, 
even more hectic. We 
started with meetings 
and briefings from the 
Ministers for Defence 
and the Interior followed 
by a meeting with the 
Iraqi President. 

The National Security 
Advisor, tribal leaders, 
Governors of provinces 
and the Council of 
Representatives were 
also eager to talk with 


us. 

Our final meeting was 
with a United Nations 
representative who 
talked of the problems 
faced by families 
returning to areas 
previously controlled by 
Da’esh. 

Each day starts 
around 7am and has 
meetings through into 
the evening as you try 
and use the time in a 
country to maximum 
effect to understand the 
problems and pressures 
faced. 

While it is clear from 
our visit that progress is 
being made, there is also 
a long way to go to 
bring stability and 
confidence to those who 
have fled, that it is safe 
to return. 

We often heard horror 
stories of problems faced 
by the military moving 
into Ramadi which was 
taken by Iraqi forces 
with the help of western 
airstrikes last December. 

Fleeing Da’esh 
fighters had strewn the 
city with IEDs, many 
planted as booby traps in 
toilets, inside 
refrigerators and 


cupboards. Almost 
8,000 buildings in the 
city and much of its 
infrastructure need repair 
and more IEDs are still 
hidden, posing a long 
term risk to civilians 
desperate to return to 
their homes. Progress is 
slow and many mine- 
clearing teams are sadly 
depleted by deaths in 
attempts to clear the city. 

In this limited space it 
is difficult to give the 
full range of problems 
faced in the fight against 
Da’esh and the proxy 
wars being fought within 
the region. 

What is clear is that 
outside of the military 
actions, there are huge 
diplomatic efforts taking 
place and a desperate 
need to address 
governance, economic, 
and civil liberties issues 
if long term stability is 
to be achieved. Was I 
hopeful? Yes, I think I 
was. 

Everyone we spoke to 
emphasised their long 
term friendship and 
respect for the UK and 
their desire for our 
support, our insight and, 
as one man said to me, 
our intelligence and 
understanding. 

One thing is sure. 

This is a long-term 
commitment requiring 
face-to-face meetings 
which build confidence 
that Britain will stand 
firm in fighting Da ’esh, 
but will also be a critical 
friend in repairing the 
destruction it has 
wrought.

TOWN HOSTS CEREMONY 
TO HONOUR WAR VETERAN 


COWBRIDGE was 
the slightly unlikely 
setting this week for 
a ceremony where 
the Norwegian 
Government 
honoured a World 
War Two veteran. 

Ted Cogdell lives in 
Cwmbran and is 
amazingly sprightly for 
his 97 years. He made the 
trip to Cowbridge with 
his grand-daughter 
Edwina, because 

Cowbridge travel agent 
Sam Smith is the Consul 
for the Norwegian 
Government. 

Ted’s war service s an 
Ack Ack gunner covered 
almost everything, from 
the icy waste of Norway, 
to several years in Burma 
as a member of General 
Slim’s ‘forgotten army’. 

However, it was last 
year that the Norwegian 
Government decided to 
award the 

Commemorative Medal 
to members of the 
Norwegian and foreign 
military, the merchant 
navy and to civilians as a 
mark of gratitude for 
contributions during 
World War Two. 

How Ted came to be 
nominated is a story all 
of its own. He told The 
GEM: “A good friend of 
mine, Albert Badham, 
died and was buried 
there. I remember him 
being buried alongside 
six members of the Scots 
Guards. 

“I made enquiries via 
the internet, and 
corresponded with a Mr 
Tommy Skog. I told him 
my story, and discovered 
he did not live far from 
the graveyard where 
Albert was buried. 

“I asked him if he 
could send me a photo 
when he was next in the 
area, and he made a 
special trip and sent the 
photo the very next day.” 

Ted discovered that 
the graves were well 
looked after and that the 
Norwegian people had 
not forgotten the soldiers 
who had fought 
alongside them when the 
Germans invaded. 

Unbeknown to Ted, 
Mr Skog had taken note 
of his war record, and 
contacted the Norwegian 
Government. 

Soon after, he was 
surprised to receive an 
official letter from 
Norway. It read: The 
County Governor of 
Nordland has, in 
accordance with 

nominations from the 
Municipality ofRana and 
from Mr Tommy Skog, 
decided that the 
Government 
Commemorative Medal 
shall be awarded to Mr 
Edward Cogdell, Mr Eric 
Waldron, and Mr Ray 
Lewis: 

You were all three part 
of the English 55th Lt. 
AA Regiment that was 
put ashore near Harstad. 
When the Germans 
moved north towards 
Nordland, the regiment 
was ordered to advance 
southwards. 

Just south of Mo i 
Rana, near Stien at 
Dalselv, around May 17, 
1940, the regiment took 


positions. The British 
troops met with strong 
resistance from the 
Germans and thus had to 
beat a retreat back north 
through the 

Dunderlandsdalen valley 
and across the Saltfjellet. 

Here you blew up 
bridges to slow the 
German advance. At 
Krokstrand you were 
attacked by German 
fighter planes on May 20, 
1940. Your friend and 
fellow soldier, Albert 
Badham, was hit and 
died there. He was 
buried by the side of the 
road, but was later 
moved to Mo Cemetery. 

The Regiment retired 
further north and took 
part in the Battle of 
Narvik. But London 
ordered you to go home, 
and you were shipped 
back to England. 

Later, you participated 
in the Battle of Britain at 
Dover, before you were 
sent to Asia where you 
fought the last years of 
World War II in Burma. 

The Norwegian 
Government thanks you 
for the effort you made 
on our behalf during 
World War II and hereby 
awards you the 
Government’s 
Commemorative Medal 
in appreciation of your 
contribution. 

Sam Smith was 
delighted to perform the 
official duty, presenting 
Ted with the medal and 
certificate.

What is most 
surprising about Ted’s 
war service is that he was 
involved in so many 
theatres of war. 

He said: “Before there 
was any fighting in 
Europe, we had just 
finished our basic 
training and were told we 
were going to fight the 
Russians! 

“Russia was invading 
Finland and we were to 
support the Finns. We 
boarded a cruise ship - 
very comfortable it was 
too - but two days before 
we were due to be 
landed, the Russians took 
control and we had to 


turn back” 

The next posting (for a 
short period) was 
Deepcut, which is in the 
news for very different 
reasons these days, and 
then Ted’s regiment was 
sent to France, in a vain 
bid to slow down the 
advance of the German 
forces. 

They were evacuated 
back to Britain just 
before Dunkirk, and this 
marked the start of the 
most intense period of 
his war service. 

His gunnery unit was 
posted to Dover, in 
expectation of German 
attacks, and before long 


he was in the thick of the 
Battle of Britain, as the 
Germans launched wave 
after wave of air strikes. 

Those four months, 
July to October 31,1940, 
were crucial to the war 
effort, of course, but 
when the German air 
attacks eased, the Ack 
Ack unit waited for their 
next posting. 

The timing of this next 
posting, to Singapore, 
was crucial for Ted. Had 
his unit reached their 
destination three or four 
days earlier, he might 
have spent the rest of the 
war as a PoW. 

As it was, with the 
boat only two days away, 
the Japanese swept 
though and took control. 
Ted’s boat was hastily 
diverted to Ceylon (as Sri 
Lanka was known then). 

This marked the final 
phase of Ted’s war. From 
March 1942 on, he was 
deployed in Burma and 
became a member of 
General Slim’s 

‘Forgotten Army’. 

He stayed in the Far 
East until VJ Day, and for 
Ted, last summer’s VJ 
Day celebration was 
particularly poignant. 

He joined the march of 
the veterans - refusing to 
use a walking stick on the 
day - and he was 
overwhelmed by the 
number of people who 
came up to congratulate 
him and ask for a 
photograph.

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Month begins with battle of Verdun and ends 
with The Great Blizzard: porthcawl, march 1916 





ON March 6, the German 
army began its second 
offensive against the 
French army at Verdun - 
at 7.25am that same day, 
the first passenger train 
departed from the new 
Porthcawl railway station. 

The Great Western Railway 
had not arranged a formal 
ceremony, on account of the war; 
however, members of the PUDC 
felt that such a landmark 
occasion could not pass without 
some form of celebration. 

Therefore, witnessed by a 
considerable gathering, Mr WD 
Lodge the stationmaster 
supervised the departure of the 
7.25 with Coun TG Jones 
travelling aboard the driver’s 
cabin. Mr Lodge was to retire in 
February 1919, after 43 years’ 
service. The Porthcawl railway 
station was to serve the public 
until September 1963. 

Early March was relatively 
‘Quiet on the Western Front’ 

(EM Remarque), yet other parts 
of the world were not so 
fortunate. Fighting continued in 
Egypt, the Sudan and Russia. 

February in West Africa, the 
German colony of Cameroon fell 
to the French and British forces, 
following 17 months of fighting 
under the command of South 
African Jan Smuts. 

In March, a British-led force 
pursued the 10,000 German 
troops who remained in German 
east Africa. The British Force 
was in fact the West African 
Frontier Force, made up of 
regiments from the British 
Colonies of Nigeria, the Gold 
Coast, Sierra Leone and the 
Gambia. 

However, it was British 
officers who commanded the 
WAFF, of which Lieutenant 
Charles John Green of 
Anchorage, Newton was one. 
Following the war, Lt Green was 
to take up his post as bank 
manager at the Metropolitan 
Bank, John Street and was 
initiated into the Venables 
Llewellyn Lodge on July 5, 

1919. 

The Venables Llewellyn 
Lodge was the first Masonic 
Lodge to be consecrated in 
Porthcawl, June 1916. At that 
time it was based in the 
Porthcawl Council Offices, 
above what is today the ‘Spar. ‘ 

At the end of the month, south 
of Ypres, the 2nd Canadian 
Division underwent a baptism of 
fire at the Battle of St Eloi 
Craters. The battle was fought 
over soggy terrain from March 
27 - April 16. Amid the 
continuous detonation of mines 
and the capturing of the third 
German line, 1,373 Canadians 
were killed. 

At the end of the battle, the 
Germans had regained their 
initial position in the area. 
Among the Canadian contingent 
was Captain Edgar Boucher of 
the 31st Battalion (Alberta). 
Captain Boucher was one of six 
children born in Maesteg, to 
Thomas and Miriam Boucher on 



April 9, 1886. 

Having attended Cowbridge 
Grammar School, Edgar 
emigrated to Canada on February 
23,1911. He obtained a position 
at the Imperial Bank of Canada, 
Calgary and on January 15, 1915 
he married Violet Berrington. 

Prior to his marriage, on 
November 14, 1914 Edgar 
enlisted into 31st Battalion. The 
Battalion, as part of the Canadian 
2nd Division, left Canada under 
the command of Lt Colonel 
Arthur Henry Bell on May 17, 
1915, arriving in England on 
May 28. 

They became known as ‘Bell’s 
Bulldogs.’ After training at 
Salisbury, they embarked for 
France on September 15,1915. 
The battalion fought under the 
6th Canadian infantry brigade, 
2nd Canadian Division until the 
end of the war. 

Captain Boucher was to 
survive St Eloi but, sadly, was 
killed on September 16 at 
Pozieres, on the first day of the 
Battle of Flers-Coucelette, the 
Somme, France. 

Captain Boucher’s body was 
not recovered and is remembered 
on the Vimy Memorial, and on 
the grave of his parents in St 
John’s Churchyard, Newton. 

Edgar’s parents moved to 5, 
the Green Avenue, Porthcawl, 
some time after the war. Edgar’s 
wife Violet, who had given birth 
to a baby girl on December 24, 
1915, never remarried and died 
in Calgary inl986. 

On the home front, The Rest 
and Southerndown homes, which 
had operated as the St John’s 
auxiliary hospitals since the 
previous November, were 
experiencing financial 
difficulties. 

Colonel J Picton Turbeville 
presided at the annual meeting of 
subscribers, at which some 
subscribers objected to the use of 
the buildings as military 
hospitals. They withdrew their 
support when the St John’s 
Ambulance Association’s 
application, requesting that both 
homes continue to be used as 
auxiliary military hospitals, was 
granted. 

However, it was also agreed to 
levy an entrance fee of 2/6d per 
patient, to cover the increasing 
cost of food and other essentials. 
Further, the PUDC was asked to 


consider reducing the gas bill. 

The PUDC themselves were 
pursuing the establishment of a 
lifeboat station in Porthcawl. In 
a letter to the RNLI, the council 
pointed out that Porthcawl would 
not have any difficulty in 
obtaining a crew, should the 
request be granted. Of course, it 
would be another 50 years before 
Porthcawl would have its 
lifeboat. 

The local tribunal panel held 
their third meeting this month. 
The chairman of the panel was 
Coun John Grace, other members 
being Couns RE Jones, T James, 
Messrs GE Blundell and Evan 
Rogers, with Mr Leonard Byass 
the military representative. 

Most applications were for 
exemptions due to occupation; or 
postponements due to personal or 
financial difficulties. Many of 
the men who applied were 
mostly concerned about how 
their enlistment may have left 
their loved ones in a vulnerable 
position. 

It is interesting to note that 
there is no evidence of an 
application being made by a 
conscientious objector in 
Porthcawl throughout the war. 
Applications were either 
accepted, rejected, or men were 
given so many months to put 
their affairs in order, before 
having to comply with 
conscription. 

During those months, they 
were expected to attend the 
Voluntary Training Corps in 
preparation for their call-up. 

The rest of the month was 
taken up with local issues, 
ranging from the need for 
shelters on the seafront to the 
23rd Battalion being approached 
to build a new road bridge 
between the two dock areas, in 
preparation for a proposed ‘open 
marine lake, which would be a 
fine asset to Porthcawl.’ 

(Porthcawl News March 30, 

1916 ) 

This particular venture, 
however, would not be 
undertaken until 1926, when the 
dock had officially closed 
following the departure of the 
shipbreaking consortiums after 
the war. 

The month ended with a 
‘Great Blizzard’ that inflicted 
much damage to the district. 
Heavy snowfall and drifting 
disrupted railway services, 
rendered many roads impassible 
and felled telegraph posts, 
cutting communications 
throughout the district for 48 
hours. 

Yet, among all the month’s 
upheaval, one lady was adamant 
that the PUDC extinguish the 
light outside her house, as the 
light was reflecting onto her 
window, thus attracting a 
possible Zeppelin raid on her 
home. 

Her concern was fuelled by 
the comment made that a 
Zeppelin travelling from Cardiff 
to Swansea would have to pass 
over Porthcawl. It was agreed to 
extinguish the light.

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FLY THE FLAG - the Red 

Dragon, that is! SAYS AUTHOR 


FROM the Six Nations to the European 
football finals, the Red Dragon flag of 
Wales will be flying proudly. 

However, the author of a new book on the history 
of the Welsh flag has called on people not to fly the 
Union Jack from which Wales is excluded. 

Author Sion Jobbins believes that for Welsh 
people to fly the Union Jack is to “hoist up the white 
flag and surrender Welsh nationality”. 

His comments appear in a new comprehensive 
history of the iconic Welsh flag published by Y 
Lolfa - the publishers who recently launched little 
Red Dragon flag stickers for motorists to place over 
the Union Jack flag on the newly designed driving 
license. 

“Flying the Union Jack means always, in the final 
analysis, deferring to Westminster and airbrushing 
Wales from the picture,” said Sion Jobbins. 

“Where we have the Union Flag - such as the 


Olympic Games in a few months’ time, we’ll see 
that Wales is invisible and doesn’t exist. 

“To fly the Union Jack is to agree ultimately that 
our Welshness can only be in the image allowed 
within Westminster rule and sensibilities.” 

The book details the story behind one of the 
world’s most distinctive flags and Wales’s greatest 
symbol. Jobbins also makes some very interesting 
discoveries. Readers may be surprised to know that 
the popular flag was only made the official flag of 
Wales in 1959. 

Jobbins recalls campaigns to have the Welsh flag 
recognised had included local nationalist activists 
and Bangor students climbing up the flag pole on 
Caernarfon Castle’s Eagle Tower on St David’s Day 
in 1932 to tear down the Union Jack. 

The vast majority of Welsh people may also be 
unaware that the official flag of Wales in the 1950s 
was not the one they now know and love. Rather, it 
was the Welsh Office design which was the official 


flag. It was only following a mass campaign led by 
the Eisteddfod Gorsedd in 1958 that the UK cabinet 
decided in 1959 that the familiar and popular flag 
would, at last, be the official symbol. 

Jobbins also suggests May 28 should be the ‘Flag 
Day’ of the Red Dragon, as it was on this day in 
1865 that the first recorded flying of the flag in its 
modern incarnation was made. The flag was flown 
aboard the Mimosa ship as it sailed from Liverpool 
with the first settlers for the Welsh colony in 
Patagonia. 

Sion Jobbins was bom in Zambia and raised in 
Cardiff and is also the author of the popular book 
The Welsh National Anthem: its Story, its Meaning; 
also published by Y Lolfa. 

The Red Dragon - The Story of the Welsh Flag is 
full of photographs, cuttings and illustrations and 
sure to appeal to both visitors to Wales and locals 
alike and is by Sion Jobbins (£3.99, Y Lolfa), 
available now from all good bookshops. 


Making monsters 
figures of fun 


WITH others, I 
hugely enjoyed 
WNO’s production 
of The Marriage of 
Figaro last week. 

Mozart was gifted far 
beyond most humans, 
but he devoted his 
incomparable genius to 
serve the cause of social 
justice for all - to fight 
the evil of the 
unprincipled power of 
the rich to oppress the 
poor. 

Mozart risked 
everything, his career 
and his personal safety, 
if the aristocrats had 
bribed thugs, as they did 
elsewhere, to put the 
upstart in his place. 

But, unlike other 
social reformers, from 


Tom Paine to Clement 
Atlee, he used brilliant 
melody and humour, to 
show the gross stupidity 
of a social system based 
upon the wealth of a 
few, which still allows 
figures like Rupert 
Murdoch and Donald 
Trump to rule the turgid 
minds of millions, 
through the medium of 
money and selfishness.

THE State Pension is a regular 
payment from the government 
most of us can claim when we 
reach State Pension age. It is 
part of the National Insurance 
system. 

On 6 April 2016, the new State Pension 
will be introduced for women born on or 
after 6 April 1953, and men born on or 
after 6 April 1951. The new State Pension 
system will make State Pensions less 
complicated in the future. 

If you were born before these dates, 
you'll continue to receive your State 
Pension under the current system, even if 
you defer claiming it. 

State Pension ages are also changing. By 
2018, women's State Pension age will rise 
to 65, and by 2020 both men's and 
women's State Pension age will have 
increased to 66. By 2028, both men's and 
women's State Pension age will have 
increased to 67. You can check yours by 
searching for'State Pension age calculator' 
on GOV.UK. 

HOW MUCH STATE 
PENSION WILL I GET? 

This will depend on your National 
Insurance (Nl) record so not everyone will 
get the same amount. You'll normally need 
at least 10 qualifying years to get any new 
State Pension. These can be from before or 
after 6 April 2016, and don't have to be ten 
years in a row. 

For most people, each extra year added 
to their National Insurance record from 
April 2016 will add 1 /35th of £155.65 (the 
2016/17 rate) to their future new State 
Pension, until they reach State Pension age 
or the full rate. 

No one who qualifies for the new State 
Pension should get less than they would 
have received under the old system, based 
on their own contributions to April 2016. 

WHAT IF YOU ARE OR WERE IN A 
'CONTRACTED-OUT' PRIVATE 
PENSION SCHEME? 

If you are or were in a salary-related 
pension scheme at work (for example, 

'final salary'or'career average'), or you 
were in another type of pension scheme at 
work before April 2012, you are likely to 
have been'contracted-out'of the 
Additional State Pension (this is part of the 
current State Pension system). Some 
stakeholder and personal pension 
schemes were also'contracted-out'. 

If you have been contracted-out of the 
Additional State Pension this means you 
paid less into the Nl system and built up

some private pension instead to replace 
part of your State Pension. The lower Nl 
you (and your employer) paid to the State 
at that time, reflected the fact that you 
opted out of some of the State Pension. 
Your private pension should include an 
amount that, in most cases, will be at least 
equivalent to the Additional State Pension 
you contracted-out of. The actual amount 
you'll receive from your contracted-out 
pension scheme will depend on the 
scheme. 

HOW CAN I INCREASE 
MY STATE PENSION? 

You may be able to increase your new 
State Pension if: 

• You can pay voluntary contributions to 
fill gaps you may have for recent years on 
your Nl record. Check your position before 
you do this to ensure you can benefit. 

• You are working and paying Nl 
contributions. 

• You choose to defer claiming your new 
State Pension when you reach State 
Pension age. Not everyone can defer - 
please check whether you are eligible. 

• You receive Nl credits which can help 
fill gaps in your Nl record. 

NATIONAL INSURANCE CREDITS 
THAT YOU MIGHT GET 

You can get credits in various 
circumstances which might include: 

• Caring for one or more disabled 
people, for at least 20 hours a week. 

• Receiving certain benefits, such as 
Jobseeker's Allowance, Employment and 
Support Allowance or Carer's Allowance. 

• Caring for a grandchild or other family 
member under age 12.

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T HE much- 
vaunted 
‘Hollywood 
remake’ of foreign 
language films 
continues apace, 
seemingly as those 
films made away 
from the glare of 
Tinseltown manage 
to be more 
inventive, original 
and un-reliant on 
brands and 
franchises as those 
made by the big 
studios. 

The latest film to 
find its roots in 
overseas source 
material is Secret In 
Their Eyes, a remake of 
the 2009 Argentinian 
film The Secret In Their 
Eyes (note the wholly 
necessary removal of 
the word ‘The’ from the 
title) that won an Oscar 
for best foreign 
language film. 

It tells the story of 
Ray Kasten (Chiwetel 
Ejiofor), an agent 
investigating the 
activities of a mosque 
in post 9/11 America; 
when the body of young 
girl is found in a 


dumpster near the 
mosque, it turns out to 
be the daughter of his 
co-worker Jessica (Julia 
Roberts). 

Determined to go 
after the man he thinks 
is responsible, Ray 
finds lips sealed about 
the suspect, and has to 
try and win the support 
of a DA, Claire (Nicole 
Kidman) to solve the 
murder... 

Given its cast, 
pedigree (this is film 
from writer/director 
Billy Ray, who has 
received several 
nominations for work 
such as Shattered Glass, 
Breach and Captain 
Phillips), hard-hitting 
subject matter and 
release date, Secret In 
Their Eyes would be 
something discussed in 
awards circles. 

That the buzz around 
the film was non¬ 
existent may lead you 
to believe that the film 
is something of a damp 
squib, but while it is a 
film that’s slow-paced 
and slow-burning, it’s 
also a more than 
competent thriller that, 
without having seen the 
original, pulls you one 
way and then another 


before its devastating 
climax. 

Ray’s experience in 
serious material is the 
solid foundations here. 
It’s shot through with a 
dark sense of 
foreboding from the off, 
and the technique of the 
story veering between 
2002 and the present- 
day is one that, 
although occasionally 
distracting, manages to 
grant weight to both 
stories being told. 

The story veers away 
from the Argentinian 
original (which itself 
was adapted from a 
novel) in set-up, thus 
distancing itself from 
something that was so 
well-received initially, 
but carries over certain 
elements, most 
explicitly a sequence set 
in a baseball stadium 
that doesn’t have a hope 
of trumping the 
original, but instead 
plays out grittily and far 
more subdued, a 
statement which could 
be applied to the film as 
a whole. 

Using the war on 
terror as a subtext, and 
its 2002 setting, the 
film posits a world 
where information is

GRANDEUR is not 
an adjective that 
you might associate 
with Penarth, but 

Penarth History 
Tour, a book by 
David Ings, makes 
a convincing case. 

For a Penarthian, 
or perhaps someone 
who has developed a 
strong affection for the 
area, this volume of 
photographs past and 
present, is a quick guide 
to the town’s 
development. 

The book covers the 
all major locations in the 
town. 

Mr Ings, who lived in 
Penarth for the first 25 
years of his life and has 
moved the short distance 
to live in Cardiff, often 
includes a page with a 
‘then’ and ‘now’ image - 
and there are helpful 
explanatory comments. 

Mr Ings points out: 
“Penarth boasts some 
fine examples of 
Victorian and Edwardian 
architecture from the 
town’s heyday in the 
nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries, 
when it was fondly 
referred to as ‘the garden 
by the sea’.” 

Images of the town 
centre - ‘Bank Corner’ 
and ‘Windsor Road 
Shops’ - in the early part 
of the 20th century 
demonstrate Penarth’s 
early grandeur. 

One of the town’s 
tragedies was the 
Esplanade Hotel 
(number 22 in this 
fiistory tour) being 
destroyed by fire in 
1976. In its pomp, it had 
a restaurant, a cafe and 


ornamental gardens. It 
was a base for the 
Barbarians who used to 
play Penarth Rugby 
Club every Good Friday.

AFTER an astounding 12 
weeks of bad weather 
preventing any league action, 
the Vale of Glamorgan league 
returned but not quite with a 
bang with this game between 
St Athan FC and Barry 
Athletic.

French win keeps Wales' 
championship hopes alive 


Defensive bottlenecks and drab 
displays pose the question...

B EFORE the clash with Les 

Bleus at Cardiff’s Principality 
Stadium on Friday evening, 
Wales’ head coach Warren Gatland 
observed: “The reason there’s not much 
(French) flair any more is not because 
they haven’t got the players, it’s that teams 
are defensively so organised. There’s just 
no space on the field. Teams are being 
shut down... That’s what has happened to 
the game.” 

There in a nutshell, is both the problem and 
the challenge that has bedevilled this year’s 
lack-lustre Six Nations - with only two more 
rounds to go for teams to find a solution to the 
current impasse. 

Gatland’s frank assessment goes to the heart 
of concerns by rugby union purists who regret 
that in a professional, win-at-all-costs age, it 
has become less an expression of individual 
and collective skills than 80 minutes of grim 
attrition, in which ‘physicality’ is prized above 
flair - and any notion of spectator enjoyment 
is purely incidental. 

Nowadays, aggressive-defence is king, with a 
language of its own: Accepted buzz words are 
‘big hits’, ‘collision dominance’ and ‘clearing- 
out’ (more often a euphemism for ‘ taking out’ - 
ie blatantly tackling an opponent without the 
ball, contrary to the basic laws of the game 
though no longer recognised as such!) 

Ironically, Gatland’s comments could just as 
easily be applied to Wales itself - for the 
national team’s successful revival after nearly 
two decades in the doldrums, since the tough 
Kiwi took over in 2008, has been founded on 
resolute, full-blooded defence - masterminded 
by his equally blunt-speaking ex rugby league 
comrade-in-arms, Shaun Edwards. 

In this respect, the adoption of what many 
see as essentially a rugby league-type template, 
has served Wales well - at least in the northern 
hemisphere - honing onetime international 
whipping boys feared by no-one, into a 
superbly-fit, formidable defensive force, 
capable of holding their own in any physical 
head-to-head, and well able to “shut teams 


down” - as was shown again in the 19-10 win 
over France. 

The problem, though, is that all too often 
this has proved to be not quite enough, with 
equally-committed defences cancelling each 
other out and, in the case of Wales, 
highlighting serious shortcomings in that other 
vital part of the rugby equation - skilful 
attacking play. 

In fairness, the Welsh camp do appear to be 
seeking a way out of the defensive stranglehold 
that is choking the running game, with 
Gatland hinting before Friday’s match at a 
more expansive approach: “With the roof 
closed we want to go out and play some rugby, 
and I think that France will want to do the same 
thing, too, so hopefully it will be a great 
spectacle ”, he said. 

This hope was dealt an immediate blow 
when the stadium’s retractable roof refused to 
retract, leaving it open to the night sky - but at 
least the chilly air seemed to spur his 
notoriously slow-starting team, with Wales 
immediately taking the initiative and putting 
the Gallic visitors under early pressure. 

The usually immaculate Dan Biggar for once 
failed to land the resultant penalty from 22 
metres, but made amends with a second 
attempt after France too had failed to go- 
ahead when Wales were penalised. 

Minutes later, Biggar made it 6-0 with 
another penalty, which sparked a period of 
intense French pressure that won a penalty, to 
make the score 6-3 - but then a dour, error- 
filled first half was suddenly lit up with a 
scorching break half the length of the field by 
impressive scrum half Gareth Davies, that took 
him clean through the defence, and almost to 
the try line. 

With five team mates lined up outside him, 
he unaccountably choose to kick ahead rather 
than simply offload, and what could well have 
been hailed as the try of the championship 


sadly, fizzled away to nothing. 

This, and sustained Welsh pressure that 
sadly saw more chances lost, and crucial points 
going begging under the shadow of the French 
posts, summed up a frustrating first half that 
did little to excite the 74,160 spectators 
huddled in the stadium on a cold February 
night in Cardiff. 

They could only hope for better fare to cheer 
after the changeover and, indeed, the Welsh 
team did come out with renewed vigour, 
reaping dividends at both the set-piece and 
breakdown, where skipper Sam Warburton 
revelled in being restored to his favoured open 
side role. 

It saw Biggar step up once more to perform 
his now familiar place-kick ritual and pop over 
a third penalty to make the score 9-3. 

Three minutes later, the margin widened to a 
commanding 16-3 lead in almost comical 
fashion when George North, now happily 
returning to form, broke through. In his over¬ 
eagerness to get his name on the score sheet, he 
failed to connect with a wild hack at the ball, 
which then bounced back to him off a 
defender, and he simply had to dive over for a 
touchdown near the posts, which Biggar 
nonchalantly converted. 

To the French team’s credit, they were 
immediately galvanised into action as they saw 
any slim chance of a Grand Slam gradually 
slipping away, and the heroic Wales defence 
was severely tested under an increasingly 
desperate onslaught - defending scrum after 
scrum yards from their line, which saw them 
bend but not break. 

Then it was all hands to the pump, as wave 
after wave of blue shirts pummelled the Welsh 
line, which still refused to yield, until Biggar 
broke the siege with a long clearance to touch, 
before eventually adding a fourth penalty to 
take the game almost out of French reach at 
19-3. 


The latter, though, were not finished yet, and 
launched a final frenzied assault to claim a 
consolation converted try, and make the final 
score-line 19-10. 

The referee’s whistle came as a relief to the 
Welsh camp, who will take what North 
admitted was “an ugly win”, but know they 
will have to up their game substantially at 
Twickenham next week, if they are to derail 
new coach Eddie Jones’ England side, now 
confidently sniffing a Grand Slam after 
defeating the injury-hit Irish on Saturday by 
an almost identical margin - 21-10. 

Already some pundits are smacking their lips 
in anticipation of “a brutal collision” between 
the two - none of which quietens wider 
concerns over the generally low standard of 
rugby displayed so far in this Six Nations 
campaign. 

Without underplaying the importance of 
rugged defence in the modern game, it does 
beg the question - has the pendulum swung 
too far at the expense of refined attacking 
skills, resulting in drab displays and a paucity 
of tries, that have almost become the norm, at 
least in the northern hemisphere? 

What can be done to solve a major 
contributory factor - the inevitable tight 
congestion caused by ever-encroaching 
defensive formations that now stifle open play? 

One suggestion is to widen the pitch, but that 
could prove to be impractical on cost grounds 
alone. Another might be to dispense with the 
use of ‘fresh legs’ on the replacements bench 
and revert to the old system whereby 
substitutes are used only when a player is 
injured on the field. 

An even more drastic solution (dare I suggest 
it?) might be to take a leaf out of rugby league’s 
handbook and cut teams from 15 to 13, to free 
up space and encourage the running game - 
and tries - which, lest we forget, is what rugby 
union is supposed to be about! 

One thing is for sure, it is an issue that needs 
to be addressed, if only for the sake of rugby’s 
(paying) fans who have had to endure 
increasingly drab fare of late.
